The dissolving of tlic injiiiictioii at 
liimisville, it was said, W(nild be fol- 
lowed by a suit for damages by the 
contractors, McCullough & O'Con- 
nor, and that tho amount would be 
place<l at from $300,000 to $400,000. 
The trouble seems to be over, and if 
was thought the Bridge Company 
would push Ihe bridgi! to conipletiini. 
and liiat the masonry work would be 
eoniplcted ready for the iron by the 
time the Keystone Company wore 
ready fur it. Tho bridge, when com- 
pleted, will cost at least $2,000,000. It 
will be of inestimable value to the 
railroads running into ICvaiisvilli,' 
and Henderson, parlicularly the L, 
X X, That road has heretofore been 
handicapped on Westorn business by 
a lung and tedious boat transfer from 
llondcrsou to Kvansville, and 011 that 
account could not compete for St. 
Louis or WestiMU business. The 
completion uf the bridge will do 
away with this transfer. Railroad 
men in this city seemed mucli 
pleased at the turn affairs had taken, 
as tlicy are gelling anxious to see the 
bridge linished. and Ihonght witli 
Ihe iiKiucy ready, and anxious to 
have it linished, the Bridge Com- 
pany would push the construction."

We sturtud at sonriae one mont 
ing, with a pair of oxdn and a cart, to 
go to VooJstook, to market. In the carl 
were two sliotea and tweDty-aeren tat- 
keya, which had been Ulled and d wMo d 
tha night belara, 

It waa early in Nowmber, and I (» 
oolleot that the mts in the road were 
frozen, and that the ioe wai ao thick oa 
the paddles in the road that it wonid al- 
most bear the oxen. 

I was a boy then, and lived in the 
" blue-nose" oountry, as the Province ol 
New Bmnswiok is sometimea called. 
. We had qnite a large farm, though it 
waa aome diatanee baok in the wooda, 
and raised large numbera of cattle^ pigi 
and ponltry. Father worked at lumber- 
ing in the winters, and at tho timo I am 
speaking of had already gone up the 
Tobiiiue, to build a " camp" for a gang 
of choppers who were to begin work Um

WUO WKMtB TUB UOOND-BVILDEBat 

Dr. W. De Haas, after a careful ex- 
amination of the Buppoaed connection 
between the " mound-builders" and the 

ancient races of Mexico, bos come to the 
conclusion that it does not exist. He 
considers that the former jieople wore 
but little advanced beyond the modern 
Indians, but that they were different 
In the disoosaion that followed the read- 
ing of Dr. De Haaa' pqper in the Ima* 
lean Aaaodatton, Judge Henderson ob> 
jected to the term "moond-builder," aa 
one that conveyed a false ideik There 
is uo evidence, he said, which will justi- 
fy us in sei>arating tlie uueieut and more 
liioilern racoH, not a niiigle feature pecul- 
iar to tho so-called uiound-buililers. The 
speaker bad started out in the study ol 
American archnology with the impres- 
sion that theae people wore distinct and 
separate from the Indiana, bnt he bad 
been compelled by the force of facts to 
relinquish the theory. It was improper 
to talk about these people as my.steriDua, 
for they wero no more mysterious than 
the Siiawui'OP, tho Natchez, the Tensas 
and other tribes. Tho cloth fuutul in 
their works was like that made by every 
tribe from the lakes to tho golf, even 
less fine than aome, and their pottery 
was no bettor. In short the apeaker 
■aid, iu his opinion the monnd-bufldera 
were tho ancestors of the Indians,—
